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REMINISCENCE 


The  class  of  1964  —  as  a  group  —  has  been  as  lively  and  as  individual  as  any  of  its 
predecessor  classes  of  this  era  and  as  determined  to  leave  its  mark  on  the  Andover  High 
School.  Our  liveliness  stemmed  from  the  fact  that  we  have  treasured  the  good  times 
we  have  had;  always  we  have  looked  forward  to  more.  We  have  been  representative  of 
our  time  in  embodying  the  spirit  of  change,  so  prevalent  in  the  modern  world.  In  the 
legacy  which  we  now  leave  at  the  Andover  High  School  there  is  determination  —  a  legacy 
for  which  we  have  worked,  and  of  which  we  are  proud. 

Although  not  unique  in  this  respect,  we  were  the  largest  class  to  enter  this  school 
(in  September  1961),  destined  to  leave  three  years  later  as  the  smallest  of  the  three  senior 
high  school  classes.  Undaunted,  our  class  spirit  carried  us  through  the  trials  and  tribula- 
tions of  lockers,  upper  classmen,  and  the  mid-year  examinations.  Always  on  guard  for 
the  best  manner  in  which  to  overcome  the  pressures  of  study  at  this  higher  level,  the  more 
athletically-inclined  of  our  members  filled  out  the  ranks  of  the  football  squad  and  gained 
the  experience  to  uphold  the  team  in  the  following  two  years.

The  imagination  and  creativity  of  the 
class  was  clearly  demonstrated  in  the  bizarre  decorations.  We  made  the  first  really 
important  move  in  current  appeal  of  Folk  Music  in  Andover  by  presenting  our  own 
Folk  Singers  at  our  dances.   (At  least,  we  like  to  think  of  it  in  that  way.) 

Though  we  outwardly  bemoaned  the  loss  of  Period  A,  our  common  sense  nodded 
approval  as  college  began  to  loom  over  the  horizon.  We  could  see  that  that  period 
would  have  to  yield  to  the  schedules  which  we  would  have  to  face.  That  year  will 
probably  pass  into  history  as  the  "Year  of  the  Necktie."  The  boys  had  a  few  rebel 
days  on  which  they  wore  the  widest  and  most  colorful  ties  in  their  collections.  We  sur- 
vived the  seemingly  endless  routine  of  standardized  tests  —  National  Merits,  College 
Boards,  (Aptitude  and  Achievement),  among  others. 

Finally,  we  renounced  the  traditional  Prom  procedures;  in  doing  so,  perhaps  we 
established  a  new  trend  for  those  who  follow  us.  We  had  none  of  the  fuss  of  decorations, 
but  only  the  good  time  that  followed.  How  did  we  ever  overcome  the  temptation  of 
"accidently"  pushing  our  dates  into  the  pool?  It  was  a  perfect  night.  It  was  our  night. 

We  returned  last  September  as  seniors  —  the  epitome  of  perfection!  We  still 
managed  to  encounter  various  problems,  however  gracefully  we  managed  to  solve  them. 
This  was  a  year  of  sobering  moments  as  we  tried  to  assess  our  abilities  to  get  into  profes- 
sional schools  or  colleges.  We  sat  back  for  "the  long  wait." 

We  joined  the  bandwagon  of  the  Mop-Headed  Beatles.  Our  boys  again  proved  them- 
selves as  good  competitors  in  the  Tech  Tournament.  The  Senior  Class  Council  and  the 
Student  Council  talked  much;  what  was  accomplished  remains  to  be  seen.  We  resigned 
ourselves  to  sitting  in  homerooms  for  the  split  assemblies,  accepting  the  fact  that  Andover 
High  School  was  growing  —  or  that  we  were  out-growing  it  in  numbers. 

We  saw  the  assassination  of  President  Kennedy,  who  so  symbolized  the  drive  of 
Youth.  We  felt  the  loss,  but  learned  to  become  accustomed  to  it  as  a  part  of  life.  We 
are,  apparently,  the  last  class  which  will  graduate  from  "our"  auditorium,  a  further 
reminder  of  the  changing  times. 

We  shall  always  remember  our  three  years  at  Andover  High  School,  for  they  are 
a  part  of  us.  This,  however,  has  been  the  year  which  will  stay  with  us  most,  as  we  move 
forward. 

This  was  the  saddest,  gladdest,  year.
